Maj. Jas. Bowden, 
Finance Officer 

Major Bowden, whose warm and 
congenial personality has made him 
one of the most popular officers 
of the Camp, has distinguished 
himself from Georgia with his 
famous, “Mah Boyah” expression. 

Major Bowden was born at Mc¬ 
Donough, Georgia, on Dec. 16, 
1893. He attended elementary ai^| 
high school there, graduated friH 
Locust Grove J. C. in 1913. 

He volunteered to the first Offi¬ 
cers’ Training Corps in 1917, but 



was rejected due to the loss of the 
index finger on his right hand. He 
was later inducted for limited ser¬ 
vice duty. 

After being discharged in 1918, 
he became associated with the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Bank of Atlanta, At¬ 
lanta, Georgia. In March, 1926, he 
was sent to Havana, Cuba, by the 
Federal Reserve Bank to establish 
a Money Dept. At that time, the 
Island of Cuba had no currency 
system of its own, and the Trea¬ 
sury Department placed the re¬ 
sponsibility on the Federal Reserve 
Bank to furnish the currency need¬ 
ed for the.Island. 

Major Bowden returned to At¬ 
lanta in October, 1926, and was 
appointed Manager of the Federal 
Reserve Bank Agency at Savannah, 
Georgia. He remained in that ca¬ 
pacity, until August 1942, when 
he was commissioned in the Fin¬ 
ance Department. 

He reported to the Officers’ Re¬ 
placement Pool of Army FinanaJ 
School, at Duke University, Dr^ 
ham, North Carolina, on August 
29, 1942. He graduated December 
5, 1942, and received orders to re¬ 
port to Camp Anza on December 
20, 1942. He was assigned “Fin¬ 
ance Officer” and activated the 
present Finance Office, which be¬ 
gan operation on February 8, 1943. 

The Major is married and has 
four children. His wife and two 
sons are residing with him in near¬ 
by Arlington.
